HOW TO OBTAIN 


4% ON FIRST LOAN 


Treasury Dept. Tells How 
Liberty Bonds May 
Be Converted 


I The Treasury Department has 
just issued a circular (Treasury 
' Department Circular No. 93) de- 
I scribing how 3VI> per cent bonds 
of the first Liberty Loan may be 
converted into 4 per cent bonds. 
These 4 per cent bonds will be 
like the bonds of the second Lib¬ 
erty Loan except that they will 
have the stune dates of maturity 
and for payment of interest and 
the same terms of redemption as 
the bonds of the first Liljerty 
Loan. 

Limited to May 15, 1918 

Conversion of the SU per 
cent bonds may be effected at 
^ finy I'ederal reserve bank or at 
I the Treasury Department by 
! surrender of the fiVo per cent 
I bonds, together with a request 
j for coinersion at any time after 
November 8, 1917 (but not tifter 
Alay 15, 1918), but no -1 per cent 
bonds will be ready for delivery 
prior to November 15, 1917. If 
conversions are elfected at any 
, time before December 16, 1917, 

I payments to the Government to 
adjust interest will not be re- 
, quired, but on and after that 
date such payments must be 
matle. 

Holders of bonds or interim 
certificates of the lirst Liberty 
lx)an who desire to effect con¬ 
versions and who also desire 
prompt delivery of their 4 per 
cent bonds should suiTender 
their holdings for conversion on 
November 8, 1917, or as soon 
thereafter as possible. Conver¬ 
sion of bonds so surrendered will 
be effected as of November 15, 
1917, ;uid holders thereof will 
thereby obtain the full benefit of 
the higher rate of intercst from 
the earliest txissible date. 

Give Notice To Banks 

Subscri tiers for bonds of the 
first Liberty Loan who for any 
reason have not yet received 
either definite bonds or interim 
certificates and who desire to 
convert should so notify the 
bank or trust company or other 
agency now holding such bonds 
or interim certificates. 

To take advantage of this con¬ 
version privilege it will not be 
necessary for holders of interim 
certificates to obtain the defini¬ 
tive 31/2 per cent bonds.

Not only is it patriotic to 
eat fish, and thus save meat for 
th(* nation, but also it is patrio¬ 
tic to refrain from frying flsii, in 
ruder to conserve fats and oils. 
Such is the declaration of the 
Committee on Ile.sources and 
Food Supjily of the California 
State ('!ouciI of Defen.se. 

The fish most easily digested 
are the white fish or the fish of 
fine fiber or small flakes—such 
is the report which has come 
to the (’ommittee from Dr. Mey¬ 
er F. .iaffa, I’rofe.ssor of Nutri¬ 
tion in the University of Cali- 
foinia. 

.All fish are somewhat more di¬ 
gestible if not fried, but instead 
cooked by boiling, tiaking, or 
broiling—liesides which any 
French chef will testify that a 
broiled fish is aesthetically far 
siiiierior to a fried fish. 

Preserving Flavor 

Fvery fish has its own di.s- 
tiiictive flavor, Professor .Jaffa 
IKiints out, and if each is cooked 
in a manner wliich will pre.serve 
.and enliance this flavor, great 
variety may be given to the 
weekly menu- It is good food 
con.servation to buy fish to save 
meat, but it is poor food conser¬ 
vation then to use up a (piantity 
of fat or oil in frying, when a 
fish may lie flavorerl with a much 
smaller amount of oil or oleo¬ 
margarine than would be re- 
qiiired for frying purposes. 

The skillful housewife can 
practice two kinds of con.serva¬ 
tion at once by not only cooking 
her fish without fat. but by serv¬ 
ing it witii a sauce flavored with 
tomatoes, belljK'ppers, pickles, 
caixn’s, or other savory sui)- 
stances, thus using California’s 
abundant vegetables mstead of 
fats.

International law did not save us. 

When all the.se other agencies failed, why center the 
blame on Christianity’.’ 

Men have now come to realize that not only did these 
other agencies fail to jirevent war, but they offer no hofie of 
a lasting future i)eace. 

The only basis which men olfer now for future ixiace is 
that of world-wide Christian democracy. President Wilson 
wrote the words across the sky. The world may wobble in 
its cour.se, hut it will never take its eye from them.
